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Lead gives light 
when darkness comes

LACK clouds hide the midday sun. 

A storm is about to break over the 

city. In every office and home 
people get up and turn on electric lights. 


In the emergency the power plant must 
supply electricity up to its capacity. But 
only two of the generators are running, 
and it takes time to put the others in 
operation. Where is the additional elec- 
tricity to come from?

A Fund for Textile Study 

©n several occasions we have expressed the 
belief that it would be wise for the American 
dye industry to establish a central laboratory 
tor the study of problems having to do with 
perfection of the service of that industry to 
the consumers of its products. We have gone 
so tar in that direction as to opine that some 
such step is essential to the maintenance of an 
efficient, substantial and profitable dye indus- 
try in the United States. Our gratification 
and hopefulness are therefore natural at learn- 
ing of the suggestions, recently offered, that 
the profits of the reparation dye operations of 
the Textile Alliance be appropriated for the 
establishment of a textile laboratory at Wash- 
ington, 

Under the original agreement between the 
Textile Alliance and the United States Depart- 
ment of State, the profits arising out of the 
quasi-official functioning of the former in the 
perplexing reparations problem were to be de- 
voted to educational and scientific purposes. It 
Is particularly fitting that the fund thus created 
be applied to the furtherance of the scientific 
aspects of the manufacture of textiles. which 
would, naturally, embrace the application of 
(ves and, to some extent, their manufacture 
as an important contributory factor. It is 
clear that the use of this fund will be the more 
etfective, as it is the more centralized.  Criti- 
sm of results obtains now because of the 
absence of co-operation and co-ordination in 
the study of problems of dyeing, It would 
not be obviated by a further scattering of ef- 
forts among, perhaps, a hundred additional 
laboratories, 

Credible estimates place the fund created 
under the reparation dyes agreement at about 
$2,000,000 for the present aggregation of prin- 
cipal and interest. Such a sum would be suf- 
ticient for the establishment and maintenance 
of an efficient central laboratory whose serv- 
ices would be widely beneficial, not only to the 
textile industry, but also to the producers of 
raw materials and finishing agents and to the 
wearers of textile products. For this reason, 
the suggestions that the money be appropriated 
for a textile laboratory should appeal strongly 
to the government officials in position to au- 
thorize such disposition of the fund. 

Failure so far to make any use of this fund 
is probably to be attributed to the general lack 
of definiteness in the government’s policy with 
respect to matters arising out of the participa- 
tion of the United States in the World War. 
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It may not be unreasonable (in the light of 
other proposals with respect to dyes) to believe 
that there prevails in some quarters an opinion 
that the reparation dyes profits should be 
returned to Germany. We respectfully sug- 
gest the priority of the rights and the obvious- 
ness of the needs of the American textile in- 
dustry, from which the profits were collected, 
and of those who contribute to the operations 
of that industry or are dependent thereon. 





The Case for Ethyl Gasoline 

Much of the agitation against the sale 
and use of gasoline treated with tetraethyl 
lead, which has followed the occurrence of 
the disaster at the Bayway tetraethyl plant, 
seems to be due to the confusion which 
exists, even in trade circles, relative to the 
several processes and products which go 
toward the preparation of the knockless 
motor fuel. It has become so common to 
refer to gasoline as “gas” in this country, 
that the quick acceptance of the term, 
“ethyl gas,” to describe, not only the treated 
motor gasoline, but the anti-knock  in- 
gredient and its chief component as well, 
has been easy to understand. Likewise out 
of this confusion of products has arisen a 
further confusion of step processes, which, 
for example, has assumed that ethyl gaso- 
line is the product of a few large manufac- 
turers. Some definitiors seem, therefore, to 
be in order. 

Tetraethyl lead, the anti-knock agent 
selected because of the impracticability of 
a commercial supply of addition products 
previously studied, for example, diethy! 
selenide and diethyl telluride, is not a gas, 
although it is readily volatizable. This 1s 
the product which was being manufactured 
at the Bayway plant. It is produced by the 
interaction of a lead salt (chloride or oxide), 
and an ethyl compound, ethyl chloride havy- 
ing recently replaced ethyl bromide in the 
latter role. Tetraethyl lead as such is not 
marketed in the gasoline trade, but is sup- 
plied in the form of ethyl fluid. 

Ethyi fiuid is a mixture of tetraethyl lead 
(from 60 to 75 percent) with a carrier. 
Carbon tetrachloride was at one time used 
in this connection because of its property 
of dissolving the lead deposited on spark 
plug points in the course of the combustion 
of ethyl gasoline. This carrier has been re- 
placed, in part, at least, with an alkyl- 
haloger compound which possesses the ad- 
vantage of being what might be called a 
supplementary oxidizer. Jtthyl fluid, the 
from in which the tetraethyl lead is sup- 
plied to the gasoline service station, is not 
a gas; it contains no gasoline. And, up to 
the present time, the service station opera- 
tor has been the only manufacturer of ethyl 
gasoline. 

Ethyl gasoline is the knockless motor 
fuel. It is prepared by mixing, in a special 
apparatus, 5 cubic centimeters of ethyl fluid 
(containing between 3 and 4 cubic centi- 
meters of tetraethyl lead) with each gallon 
of gasoline at the time it is filled into the 
tank of an autonvwobile. Ethyl gasoline, 
therefore, contains only about one-tenth of 
one percent of tetraethytl lead. 

Tetraethyl lead is poisonous through in- 
gestion, through absorption by way of the 
skin, and through inhalation of its vapors. 
But tetraethyl lead does noi travel far along 
the road of commercial procedure. And it 
has been found practicable to safeguard the 
processes of its production and of its use 
in the manufacture of ethyl fluid, in the 
centralized plants to which these processes 
are confined. Ethyl fluid is poisonous. But 


it has been supplied to some ten thousand

“manutacturers of ethyl gasoline” in special 
containers for admixture with gasoline in 
special apparatus, so as to avoid all neces- 
sity of exposure to contact or fumes. These 
precautions, together with warnings against 
unnecessary exposure, have been so effec- 
tive that no case of an untoward effect on 
a service station compounder of ethyl gaso- 
line is known. The report of the Bureau 
of Mines on the harmlessness of the fumes 
of ethyl gasoline combustion is convincing 
evidence of the absence of the probability of 
lead poisoning. In fact, because the im- 
proved motor fuel reduces the hazard of 
carbon monoxide poisoning through assur- 
ing better combustion of the gasoline, it is 
logical to consider ethyl gasoline less 
detrimental than ordinary gasoline from a 
standpoint of public safety. 


A Shellac Labeling Question 


A question of phraseology has been raised 
by two members of the: Federal Trade Com- 
mission in dissenting from the revised find- 
ings of the commission relative to the required 
labeling of varnishes consisting, as to solid 
components, in part, and not wholly, of shellac. 
It is a question which may well receive atten- 
tion from the varnish industry. 

The trade commission’s revised ruling per- 
mits the use of the word “shellac” in con- 
nection with the word “compound,” to desig- 
nate a product in which “shellac gum is the 
principal and predominant element.” In arriv- 
ing at its modification of the original order 
which required the printing of the formula on 
varnishes containing shellac in admixture with 
other gums or resins, the commission took cog- 
nizance of the resolutions relative to the desig- 
nation of such products, which had _ been 
adopted by the National Varnish Manufac- 
turers’ Association. But the commission’s re- 
vised findings differ in phraseology from the 
association’s resolutions in that the latter limit 
the use of the name “shellac compound” to 
the designation of products containing shellac 
to the extent of, at least, “50 percent of the 
solid content by weight of the material.” As 
the dissenting commissioners point out, a “prin- 
cipal and predominant element” does not con- 
clusively mean the same as “50 percent of the 
solid content” ; because in a mixture of shellac, 
35 percent; copal, 25 percent; rosin, 25 per- 
cent, and Manila gum, 15 percent, the shellac 
would be the “principal and predominant ele- 
ment.” 

The respect for trade secrets shown by the 
Federal Trade Commission in rescinding its 
order requiring the printing of the formula on 
the label of a “reduced” shellac varnish, is an 
encouraging sign of its better understanding 
of trade problems. It is to be noted, however, 
that the dissenting commissioners contend that 
this action has no support of testimony in 
the case in point. This is a question of law. 
A pertinent question of fact is that of the real 
measure of relief assured by the indefinite 
phraseology differentiating a “compound” from 
a “substitute.”

Dye Tariff Increase 
May Come in Spring 


Reduction of Taxes at Spring 
Session of Congress Also 







Forecast 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 6, 1924. 
That President Coolidge probably will 
call a special session cf the new Congress 
next spring, to reduce’ taxation — still 
further, if he finds that the Republicans 


have a sufficient majority in both houses 
to control legislation, and that there m Ly 
be possible tariff revision along specific 
lines, is reported on apparently good au- 


thority. 





Tariff changes might be brought about 
through congressional legislation or ap- 


plication of the flexible provisions of the 


present tariff law, and in that connec- 
tion there have been heard suggestions 


that rates of duty on dyes and on cotton 
goods should be raised te insure adequate 


protection for the American industries 
concerned 

Attention has been called to the fact 
that since the reduction of the specific 


duties on dyestuffs which automatically 
occurred in September under the Ferdney- 
McCumber tariff law, there have been 
considerable increases of importations of 


such commodities. During October, it is 
understood, there were particularly heavy 
dye imports, there being both a large 


number of items and large quantities of 







dyes. At Providence, R. IL. alone, there 
were 130,000 pounds of dyes imported, 
it appears. 

The dye tariff situation can not be 
remedied by increasing duties under the 


flexible tariff provisions, it is pointed out, 
because the law specifically prohibits an 
increase’ of the rates of duty under para- 
graphs 27 and 2%, by the President, partly 









on account of the fact that articles in- 
cluded under those paragraphs have the 
principle of American valuation applied 
to them, by law, as the basis for ad 
vaiorem duties. Hence an act of Congress 
would be necessary to increase duties on 
dyestuffs 

The President is expected to apply the 


flexible tari provisions as his judgment 
deems warranted by the law, the facts 
in each particular case and the views of 


the tariff commission, That body is un- 
derstood to be about to transmit to the 
chief executive its report on barbitel, 
which it has had under investigation for 
a year or more. The report on linseed 
oil is also understood to be approaching 
the stage where it can be transmitted to 
the President.

Paint and Varnish Materials 





Trade Confident Following Election—New Busi- 
ness Quiet—Year ’Round Building Program 
To Stabilize Paint Demand Locally 


Actual developments in the paint and 
varnish materials trade were few and 
far between last week. The market 
was upset somewhat by the election 
day holiday, which broke up the week 
somewhat, but the returns of the na- 
tional election proved of an encourag- 
ing nature to the trade, 

Sentiment among prominent factors 
appeared to incline toward the belief 
that a steady, although gradual, in- 
crease in buying will be seen, tem- 
pered by moderation by the balance of 
the year in order to give the grinders 
an opportunity to take stock in Janu- 
ary with light reserve holdings on 
hand. 

Pigments were showing a_ steady 
tone during the week, reflecting the 
steady to firm undertone prevailing on 
some of the basic metals used in their 
manufacture. Lithopone demand was 
an especial feature of the market, 
being active for both prompt and de- 
ferred shipment. The feature of the 
dry colors group was a firmer market 
on carbon blacks. Varnish gums were 
showing a firmer undertone, with a 
fair business passing. Higher sterling 
exchange was reflected in increased 
costs to varnish gum importers. 

Indications are that paint and var- 
nish demand in the Greater New York 
territory will become less of a seasonal 
proposition, according to a survey just 
completed by the New York Building 
Congress, Which states that winter 
construction of buildings has passed 
the experimental stage. Work repre- 
senting an investment of from $45,- 
000,000 to $55,000,000 will be under- 
taken during the coming winter 
months in New York City and its 
suburbs, the Building Congress re- 
ported. Builders of large projects have 
been convinced that construction work 
carried on last winter has tested the 
plan and proved it to be both feasible 
and economical, according to the re- 
port, and many contractors have made 
plans to proceed with the erection of 
their buildings right on through the 
winter months. Statistics compiled by 
the F. W. Dodge Corporation on new 
contracts for the New York City dis- 
trict which may be expected to run 
into the winter season bear out the 
results of the Building Congress sur- 
vey. The Dodge figures show that the 
contracts let during September of this 
year showed an increase of 21 percent 
in valuation over those let during the 
same month last year, advance reports 
for October indicatine an increase in 
volume over September and even over 
the high record set in October of last 
year. Contracts let in New York City 
for the first nine months of 1924 ma- 
terially exceeded those for the corre- 
sponding period of 1923. The figures 
making up the estimated total of $45,- 
000,000 to $55,000,000 of new construc- 
tion apply only to operations that will 
be in the exterior stage of erection, 
and do not include operations which 
will have been enclosed and have only 
the finishing trades at work during the 
winter months. 

Construction activity increased very 
considerably in October, according to 
Fr. W. Dodge Corporation. Contracts 
awarded last month in the thirty-six 
Eastern States (which include about 
seven-eighths of the total construction 
of the country) amounted to $410,090,- 


800. The increase over September was 
19 percent; over October of last year, 
14. percent. The increase is very 


largely accounted for by a number of 
big public works and utilities projects. 
In October there is usually a seasonal 


increase over September. Last year 
this increase amounted to 24 percent, 
Public works and _ utilities in last 


month’s record amounted to $101,224,- 
000, or 25 percent of all construction; 
compared with $52,033,800 in Septem- 
ber and $63,498,600 in October, 1923. 
This group was surpassed last month 
only by residential construction, which 
amounted to $166,198,900, or 41 percent 
of the total. Commercial buildings 
amounted to $55,969,100, or 14 percent; 
industrial buildings, $29,032,800, or 7 
percent, and educational buildings, 
$27,675,400, or 7 percent, The October 
figures brought the total of building 
contracts for the first ten months of 
this year up to $3,775,093,500, an in- 
crease of 12 percent over the corre- 
sponding period of last year. Con- 
templated new work reported in Octo- 
ber amounted to $553,016,200. W hile 
this was a 29 percent increase over the 
amount reported in September, it was 
somewhat less than the total for Octo- 
ber of last year. October building con- 
tracts in New York and Northern New 
Jersey amounted to $109,927,500. The 
increase over September was 31 per- 
cent; over October of last year, 1 per- 
cent. Last month’s total included:— 
$58,870,200, or 53 percent of all con- 
struction, for residential buildings; 
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$21,969,200, or 20 percent, for commer- 


cial buildings; $14,145,800, or 13 per- 
cent, for public works and _ utilities 
(which included the 10-million-dollar 


contract for electrification of the 
Staten Island Railroad); $6,328,200, or 
6 percent, for educational buildings, 
and $2,106,800, or 2 percent, for indus- 
trial buildings. Construction started 
from the first of this year to November 
1 has amounted to $1,119,805,700, an 
increase of 34 percent over the first 
ten months of last year, and nearly 
5 percent more than total 1923 con- 
struction. Contemplated new work re- 
ported in October amounted to $115,- 
805,500, very slightly in excess of the 
contracts awarded.

Lacquer Solvent Evaporation 


Discussed by H. A. Gardner 


A paper on ‘Speed of 


Solvents 


Evaporation of 
from Pyroxylin Lacquer Coat- 
ings,” by Henry A. Gardner has been 
published by the scientific section of the 
educational bureau of the paint and var- 
nish manufacturers’ national associations 
and has been forwarded to members. 

The circular presents a chart showing 
the distillation curves of such solvents as 
furfural, solvent, naphtha, benzol, amyl 
acetate, fusel oil, diethyl carbonate, butyl 
acetate, butyl aleohol, toluol, ethyl! acetate 
and anhydrous alcohol. These so!vents, 
which are coming into wide use in the 
manufacture of pyroxylin lacquer coat- 
ings have been studied to determine their 
speed of evaporation under various condi- 
tions, including their use in coatings con- 
taining various quantities of nitrocellu- 
lose. The cirecvlar contains data on rules 
governing evuporation of mixtures of two 
solvents, the effect of adding mixed sol- 
vents upon nitrocellulose, and the effect 
of various quantities of nitrocellulose 
upon one solvent. D-fects in films, caused 
by improper design of lacquer coatings, 
are pointed out.

They look for a con- 
tinued liberal movement of American 
rosin to foreign countries during the 
remainder of the season, this belief 
being strengthened by reports of a 
steady improvement in industrial con- 
ditions in various European countries.

Stocks in the three principal seaboard 
markets in the South at the close of 
October were 225,696 barrels as com- 
pared with 200,571 barrels at the same 
time last season, 319,647 barrels two 
years ago, 321,924 in 1921, and 196,470 
in 1920.

Domestic Seed Weakens, 


Then Rallies—Movement 


Of Crop Larger—Buenos Aires Higher 
—Oil More Active and Firmer 


A firm tone prevailed in domestic 
markets for flaxseed at the close of the 
week, though there was some irregu- 
larity earlier in the period, a decline 
occurring at first. Receipts were large, 
but this apparently repesented heavy 
purchasing by crushers in the_Hast, 
the outward movement from terminal 
markets in the Northwest also being 
heavy. Speculative interest in the 
markets was more active, with traders 
showing more disposition to take the 
bull side. 

A report from Buffalo 
large shipments of seed 
Northwest were arriving at Buffalo 
over the barge canal. There were ar- 
rivals in New York during the week 
of 165,000 bushels via the canal, and 
further liberal arrivals are expected 
in the not distant future. The trend of 
Buenos Aires was upward, the strength 
of that market being attributed to buy- 
ing on bullish reports from the inte- 
rior concerning crop prospects and ac- 
tlvity of export. trade. Shipments 
from Argentina for the week were 
1,032,000 bushels, the same as in the 
previous week. The exports included 
4,000 bushels for this country. Since 
January 1 the shipments from Argen- 
tina to the United States have amount- 
ed to 14,405,000 bushels, against 20,- 
$56,000 bushels in the same time last

Flaxseed 


DULUTH, Minn., Nov. 7, 1924. 

The flaxseed market is growing 
stronger. The day before the election 
holiday, it scored an advance of bet- 
ter than 5 cents, in the face of heavy 
receipts and large stocks, with more 
flaxseed on its way, Traders say that 
the speculators have a good deal to 
do with the strength of the market, 
but the fact remains that a lot of flax 
is being sent East, and the demand 
for it is strong. 

Stocks, however, are about 2,000,000 
bushels. It is impossible to say just 
how much, for it is known that about 
500,000 bushels, loaded on boats for 
eastern shipment in the last few days, 
is not yet reported out of stocks, which 
are given as 2,213,000 bushels. But on 
the other hand, the seed is coming in 
fast and yesterday 429 cars were re- 
ported on track, which would furnish 
about 500,000 bushels more, so that 
the net loss from the reported stocks 
would be only about 300,000. 

Shippers are inclined to shove the 
flaxseed forward from this port rather 
fast just now for the low lake rate, 
1% cents, makes the time good for 
forwarding, especially in view of the 
fact that there is less than a month 
to ship. Many boats are likely to be 
dropping out for the year pretty soon, 
due to the early cessation of shipping 
of ore. Storage cargoes will soon be 
in order, but if the boats are not kept 
busy now, it is likely that, with the 
tying up of some, rates for both going 
stuff and storage will go up materiaily. 

Another factor for the strength of 
the market is credited to the European 
recovery, and the consequent detrac- 
tion of Argentina seed, leaving the 
eatery supply here to meet domestic 
needs,

Minneapolis 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 7, 1924. 

A little added pressure on the cash market 
because of the usual farm selling prior to No- 
vember 1 resulted in a somewhat easier range 
of values recently and increased the volume of 
terminal marketing, but when this pressure 
let up the futures started climbing again. 


November 1 is usually the settlement day 
with most of the farmers. Selling of storage 
tickets this past week was on a liberal scale 
and caused some heavier pressure on the fu- 
tures. Line elevator companies and independent 
shippers sold out some December they had 
bought against the storage tickets when the 
flaxseed was shipped to market. To date ship- 
pers have shown a tendency to ship grain as 
fast as they could in order to keep plenty of 
room for working purposes. Grain deliveries 
have been unprecedented in the Northwest this 
year for so short a space of time. 


At present there is rather free selling of 
flaxseed in North Dakota and Montana because 
the farmers of these States are just getting 
through with their harvest season. Where they 
were able to harvest earlier, in Minnesota and 
South Dakota, they are slowing down with de- 
liveries. A period of stormy weather is fore- 
cast for the Northwest now and the farmers 
will probably spend a little time getting sett!ed 
for the winter. Perhaps a week will ensue be- 
fore the farm movement cf grain picks up 
appreciably. In the meantime there is a heavy 
movement of grain out of Duluth, and with 
light country pressure sentiment will probably 
change to bullishness again, 

Stocks of flaxseed interior elevators are mod- 
erate. Usually the shipper used but one bin 
for that grain and shipped just as fast as a 
carload was assembled. For this reason it is 
expected that a letup in farm pressure will be 
reflected quickly at terminal markets. Farmers 
have been selling their seed rather freely 
owing to the liberal yield. Some of them are 
carrying part of their storage tickets for later 
liquidation and some are taking fresh storage 
tickets for a certain percent of their deliveries. 
Elevator men are of the opinion that the flood 
tide in marketing has been passed and that 
from now on the selling will be more orderly, 
especially after North Dakota and Montana 
farmers have had their chance to move cash 
supplies. 

In spite of the heavy receipts locally, ele- 
vator stocks showed some decline through the 
week. The total last week was 234.623 bush- 
els and at the turn of the present week was 
211,692 bushels. Private bin stocks probably 
increased some because the crushers took a 
lot of flaxseed coming to them on last half 
of October shipment contracts. However, the 
demand for cil is good and shipping directions 
on maturing contracts hold very prompt, facts 
that tend to make the crusher lack repose in 
the matter of accumulation against future re- 
quirements. Any sharp letup in the country 
movement will development sharply decreasing 
stocks locally, public and private. With the 
oil trade hungry for supplies most of the 
time it lonks as though the mills would keep 
going at top speed through the winter. 

Although the government estimate of 29,- 
000,000 bushels of flaxseed will probably be 
revised it is well to mention the fact that 
high prices for flaxseed during the season will 
likely resu't in as big an, acreage this coming 
year as the farmers planted in 1924. This 
should resu!t in 2 deduction of 3,000,000 bushels 
for seed purposes. This is taking inte account 
the fact that the seed must be cleaned before 
using. The government takes into considera- 
tion the amount of dirt when estimating the 
crop and normally there is 10 percent of dock- 
age. In estimating the marketable quantity the 
dockage is estimated, but in seed selection the 
dirt is eliminated, and therefore a larger Quan- 
tity ef the bulk is required. 

Trade in futures is broadening out some and 
the demand is good on all declines, partly be- 
cause of the buying of the crushers against 
sales of oil for winter delivery. This crusher 
demand concerns December chiefly. Owing to 
the uncertainty of the world situation they are 
not very willing to quote prices on oil for de- 
livery later than April. Cash premiums may 
_) a sharp difference over the futures and 
leave them without adequate protection against 
their oil sales.

Early in the period spot oil was avail- 
able at $1.03 per gallon in carload lots, 
cooperage basis, but with the trend of 
seed strongly upward linseed oil be- 
came firmer and at the close of the 
week crushers demanded $1.06 per gal- 
lon in cooperage for carload lots and 
$1 per gallon in tank cars for spot oil. 
The same figure was hamed by most 
crushers for Nevember delivery. The 
prevailing quotation for December de- 
livery was $1.05 per gallon, while $1.04 
per gallon was named for January- 
March, all in carload lots, cooperage 
basis. 

Pemand was more active, considerable 
business being closed for December and 
first quarter of 1928 delivery especially 
before the advance occurred.

In most sections of the cotton belt 
the weather was fair and mild and 
there was a disposition in some quar- 
ters to increase estimates of the yield 
of cotton and the production of cotton- 
seed. A private crop estimate was 
issued of 13,000,000 bales and in the 
cotton market this had a depressing 
effect. According to some reports the 
quality of the seed from late cotton 
is better than that from bolls which 
opened several weeks ago. 

The weekly government weather and 
crop report was considered bearish. 
It stated that there was another prac- 


tically rainless week in all sections 
of the cotton belt. Mild sunshiny 
weather prevailed. Weather condi- 


tions have continued unusually favor- 
able for picking in practically all 


cotton states since October 1. Har- 
vesting made remarkably rapid ad- 
vance. The long period of favorable 


weather will improve yields by giving 
opportunity for close picking in addi- 
tion to bringing to maturity late bolls 
in the northern part of the cotton belt. 


From two-thirds to three-fourths of 
the cotton crop is out in Oklahoma 
and Arkansas and the crop is mostly 
baled in excellent condition in Tennes- 
see. Most fields have been cleared in 
southern North Carolina and nearly all 
picked in Georgia and Alabama. Little 
of the very late top crop survived 
recent frosts in northern Texas, but 
earlier bolls are opening satisfactorily. 


The movement of live hogs in the 
West continued comparatively liberal, 
receipts in Chicago on Monday being 
46,000 head. Demand for lard com- 
pound was quiet so far as the local 
market was concerned though there 
were reports of a better inquiry in 
some outside markets. Shipments of 
lard from this port for Europe were 


smaller and advices from the West re- 
ported a falling off in the volume of 
new foreign bnsiness in that product. 
The trend of prices for American lard 
in Liverpool was again downward. 
Exports of American lard to all for- 
eign destinations during September, 
according to official statistics just is- 
sued, were 65,809,801 pounds, as com- 
pared with 83,630,201 pounds in Sep- 
tember last year, while exports for 
nine months of the current year ended 
with September were 757,359,445 
pounds, against 786,174,404 pounds in 
the same time in the previous fiscal 
year. Our exports to Germany during 
nine months of the year were 251,820,739 
pounds, or more than 50,000,000 pounds 
smaller than in the same time last year. 
At the weekly auction of tallow in Lon- 
don the market was weaker, offerings 
being considerably larger than demand. 
Export trade in cottonseed oil con- 
tinued dull. Shipments of crude and 
refined oil to foreign countries during 
September were 824,664 pounds, against 
1,400,224 pounds in the same time last 
year, while exports for nine months 
of the year ended with September - ere 


22,374,310 pounds, against 33,253,619 
pounds. 

Commission houses sold for local, 
Southern and Western account. There 


was also selling attributed to refiners, 
some of this supposedly being on 


hedges. 


On the other hand, as already inti- 
mated, moderate upturns occurred in 
prices at times. These were due io 


rallies in lard and cotton and buying 
by local and Southern traders. Some 
of this purchasing was supposed to be 
covering of shorts, but there was also 
more or less new buying. Some feel 
more friendly to the market than re- 
cently despite the indications of a ma- 
terial increase in the production of 
cotton and seed this season, their atti- 
tude being based on the smallness of 
vegetable oils, the 


supplies of many 
reports of a shortage of oils and fats 
of various kinds in European coun- 


tries, where consumption appears to be 
on the increase; the improvement in 
sentiment in speculative circles in this 
result of the outcome of 
the national election, and a belief that 
expansion in general trade will find 
reflection in the not distant future in 
an increased consumption of oils of 
various kinds, not excepting cottonseed 
oil. 

According to reports latterly in cir- 
culation, supplies of cottonseed and of 
erude oil in the hands of crushers in 
parts of the Southwest are’ smaller 
than is generally assumed. Tallow and 
some other animal products were stead- 
ier, with offerings lighter and the in- 
quiry more active. The Chicago mar- 
ket for live hogs also showed a ten- 
dency to rally at times.

The Standard Oil Company of Indi- 
ana has been sued for $100,529 dam- 
ages by the C. H. Anderson Wyoming 
Contracting Company. It is charged 
that waste oil and chemicals from the 
Standard’s’ refineries at Casper are 
discharged into the North Platte river, 
ruining the Anderson sand and gravel 
banks in the stream. 


Exhaustive geological examination 
has been made recently of the oil fields 
in the Taranaki district of New Zea- 
land, with a view to developing their 
production, according to Consul General 
Edwin N. Gunsaulus, Wellington. The 
fields yvelded 1,123,000 imperial gallons 
in 1922, but no oil has been produced 
since then except through seepage. 


The Kentucky State Tax Commiss- 
sion has reported that the State road 
tax of 3 cents a gallon on gasoline in 
August resulted in a revenue of $274,- 
993, which did not include about $10,- 
000 collected by field men from com- 
panies which failed to make their re- 
ports in time. Receipts were about 
$23,000 more than in July. 


The Union Oil Company of Colorado 
has called a meeting of its stock- 
holders, November 12, for the pur- 
pose of changing the name of the or- 
organization. There is a suit against 
the company by the Union Oil Com- 
pany of California, in which it is 
charged that the use of “Union Oil 
Company” interferes with the Cali- 
fornia company’s’ business.

Tallow Offerings Lighter and Market Steadier 
—Palm Oil Scarce—Another Drop in Lard 
Stocks— Menhaden Higher 


There was no 
business in the miscellaneous list of 
oils, fats and greases last week, but 
in a jobbing way trade in some prod- 
ucts Was rather more active. Offer- 
ings were light throughout the week 
and prices were generally well main- 
tained, the tendency of quotations in 


material increase in 


some instances being upward, though 
there were few changes’ reported. 


Sentiment in trade circles was rather 
more optimistic, there being a dispo- 
sition among not a few to anticipate 
an expansion in business in the near 
future as a result of the outcome of 
the national election. 


The position of China wood oil un- 


derwent little change either here or 
abroad. Reports from China in regard 


to political developments were of «a 
bullish character, but they failed to 
stimulate interést on the part of buy- 
ers. There was no increase of offer- 
ings, however, either on spot or for 
arrival and in some local quarters 
there was an inclination to take a 
rather more bullish view of the situ- 
ation. The tendency of Shanghai ex- 


change was downward at times, 
though changes in rates were not of 
much importance. Variations in sil- 


ver were also slight. 

There was no maierial 
the coconut oil situation, 
plies here seemed to be somewhat 
freer than in the previous week. Of- 
ferings for shipment from the Pacific 
Coast, however, continued light, this 
applying not only to spot oil but also 
to futures. Occasional sales were re- 
ported on the coast at recently pre- 
vailing prices. There were no new 
developments in the copra situation, 
the markets here and on the Pacific 
Coast being quiet, with quotations 
generally nominal owing to the small- 
ness of supplies and offerings. 

Olive oil was steady, with an in- 
erease noted in the inquiry for mod- 
erate quantities of both denatured and 
edible product. Corn oil was quiet 
and easy in company with crude cot- 
tonseed oil in the south. Palm oil is 
in small supply and despite the recent 
setback in tallow the market remained 
firm, sales of Lagos being noted at a 
further advance. Demand for palm 
kernel oil was fairly active and the 
market retained a firm tone. 

Ferilla oil was firmer. Supplies are 
small and bullish reports were current 
concerning prospects for the new crop 
of seed and oil abroad. A further ad- 
vance occurred in refined rapeseed oil 
owing to increased cost of importation 
and shrinkage in supplies here. Soya 
bean oil was quiet with quotations 
generally nominal owing to scarcity. 

The list of animal oils was char- 
acterized by a steadier tone though 
there were few changes in prices. 
Tallow was maintained at former 
quotations with the inquiry more ac- 
tive and the offerings lighter. At the 
weekly auction of tallow in London 
the market was easier. The trend of 
American lard in Liverpool was down- 
ward. Export demand for lard in the 
West was quieter and there was a 
decrease in the clearances from this 
port for Europe. 

Shipments of lard from the United 
States to all foreign destinations dur- 
ing the nine months ended with 
September were about 28,000,000 
pounds smaller than in the same time 
last year. Stocks of lard in Chicago 
showed a sharp decyvease for the last

half of October, the loss being about 
16,750,000 pounds. Supplies in that 


market on November 1 were 11,734,174 
pounds, against 12,305,799 pounds on 
the same date last year. The move- 
ment of live hogs to Western markets 
continued comparatively liberal. 

Red oil and stearic acid continued 
to meet with a good demand and 
prices were well maintained. Stearin 
was steady with the offerings lighter 
and the inquiry somewhat better. 
Lard and neatsfoot oils were steady 
with demand fair in a jobbing way. 
Crude menhaden oil was _ stronger, 
sales being noted at an advance, The 
weather of late has been more favor- 
able for fishing operations, but the 
catch continues to run far behind that 
of last year. There was a fair de- 
mand for Newfoundland cod oil and 
the market retained a firm tone. 
Crude whale oil was quiet in the 
absence of any increase in offerings. 
Sperm oil was tirm at the advance

The prevailing tone was steady and 
prices were generally well maintained 
throughout the week. Inquiries were 
received in a somewhat larger volume, 
though there was no snap to business. 
Supplies of many products appear to 
be small. 

CHINA WOOD.—The market had a 
steady tone and changes in prices dur- 
ing the week were slight. In some 
quarters there was an increase noted 
in the volume of inquiries received from 
local dealers, but actual business failed 
to show any increase of consequence. 
Reports from China in regard to po- 
litical conditions were bullish, but the 
fact did not arouse fresh interest on 
the part of consumers. Offerings for 
shipment were light. Occasional sales 
were noted on spot at 15%c. to 15%c. 
per pound in cooperage. Shanghai ex- 
change was easier at times, but changes 
in rates were rather unimportant. Vari- 
ations in silver were also confined 
within narrow limits. At the close of 
the week quotations prevailing for oil 
were as follows:—In barrels, spot, 
15%ec. per pound; November-December 
arrival, 1544c. per pound; tanks, spot, 
14%c. per pound; November-December 
arrival, 144c. per pound. 

COCONUT.—There was little change 
in the coconut oil situation last week 
either on the Pacific Coast or here. 
There was a fairly active inquiry, but 
consumers seemed averse in some 
cases to paying the prices demanded, 
especially as cottonseed oil was easier 
in the South, and there were few trans- 
actions of consequence reported. In 
the local market offerings were some- 
what freer and reports were current 
of sales on spot at 114c. per pound in 
cooperage and at 10c. to 10%4c. per 
pound in tank cars. There were also 
reports of occasional sales of oil in 
tanks on the Pacific Coast at 9%c. per 
pound for Manila and 95%c. per pound 
for domestic. There was a lack of new 
developments in the copra situation, 
quiet conditions continuing to preyail 
here and on the Pacific Coast. At the 
week end quotations ruling for oil 
were as follows:—Edible spot, barrels, 
124%c., nominal, per pound; Ceylon 
grade, tanks, Pacific Coast, 9%c. to 
9%c. per pound; Manila, tanks, Pacific 
Coast, 94@c. to 95%c. per pound; Ceylon 
grade, spot, barrels, 11%4c. to 11%c. per 
pound; Manila, spot, barrels, 11%c. to 
115¢c. per pound. 

CORN.—With crude cottonseed oil 
weaker in the South, consumers of 
crude corn oil did not manifest much 
interest in the situation and the mar- 
ket in the West was easier. Early 
in the week several tank cars were 
reported to have sold at 9%c. per 
pound, prompt shipment from point of 
production, and later on it was said 
to be possible to purchase at 9%4c. to 
9c. There was a fairly active in- 
quiry for refined oil locally and the 
market was steady. 

OLIVE.—Denatured oil met with a 
better inquiry though few buyers were 
inclined to purchase ahead to any ex- 
tent and such transactions as were 
noted were generally limited to unim- 
portant quantities. The market re- 
tains a steady tone, sellers demanding 
$1.18 to $1.22 per gallon in cooperage. 
Edible oil was also in fairly active re- 
quest in a jobbing way and the mar- 
ket continued steady at $1.85 and up- 
ward per gallon as to brand and seller. 
Olive oil foots was in fair demand and 
steady. Some business is reported to 
have been closed recently for delivery 
during the first quarter of next year 
at 9c. per pound.

Falling off of foreign demand, coupled with 
weakness in corn, due largely to the extension 
of the pasturage season, has brought about 
moderate declines in the cash lard market, 
which even the favorable report of the Chicago 
Board of Trade on surplus stocks could not 
check. More than 38,000,000 pounds had been 
subtracted from the surplus lard stocks during 
the month of October, but the foreign demand, 
which held up so well for a time as the result 
of the Dawes reparations settlement. has not 
been so good. Thus it was that the day after 
election found cash lard more than a dollar 
l.wer per hundred pounds in tierces than was 
the case a week ago. A further factor which 
is expected to produce an easier tone in the 
market is that with the advent of the 
season of heavy production of lard at hand un- 
less there should be an extraordinary demand 
from abroad, a steady increase of surplus stocks 
is to be expected for several months. Regular 
in round lots, which opened the week at $15.55 
per 100 pounds in tierces closed today at $14.50 
per 100 pounds in tierces. Loose lard was 
down to $14.20 per 100 pounds in tierces, after 
an opening at $15.25 per 100 pounds in tierces, 
while leaf lard lost 50c. and closed the week 
at $16 per 100 pounds in tierces, The semi- 
monthly report of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, issued on Octcber 31, showed that sur- 
plus lard stocks at Chicago decreased 38,453,410 
pounds during October.

Linseed-Soya Oil Tariff 
Ruling Asked of Treasury 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6, 1924. 


Test cases are being prepared, it is un- 
derstood, to secure official determination 
by the Treasury Department of the ques- 
tion whether a small quantity of other 
vegetable oil, mixed with linseed oil or 
peanut oil, should secure application of a 
lower rate of duty than the law fixes for 
pure linseed oil or peanut oil. A New 
York attorney representing oil importers 
is reported to be preparing to protest to 
the department against the decision of 
local customs officials that certain vege- 
table oils containing small quantities of 
other vegetable oils may not be entered 
as mixtures of oils at 25 percent ad va- 
lorem duty. 

The department has been advised from 
New York that linseed oil containing 6 
percent of soya bean oil imported there 
has been assessed as dutiable at the 
higher linseed oil rate of 3.3 cents per 
pound, On the Pacific Coast, it appears, 
importations of mixed oils are peanut oil 
containing 5 percent of soya bean oil. 
There, too, however, the department is ad- 
vised, assessment is made at the peanut 
oil rate of 4 cents per pound, instead of 
the mixed oil rate. 

The plan of the importers to protest 
to the department is expected to result 
in saving a year of time, as compared 
with an appeal to the board of general 
appraisers. Classification experts of the 
department are inclined to agree with the 
local appraisers of customs in their rul- 
ings as above set forth, but it is admit- 
tedly possible that information may be 
produced in connection with the impend- 
ing protest to the department that may 
change the official view. This is that lin- 
seed or peanut oil containing 5 percent 
of soya bean oil are available for all uses 
to which pure linseed or peanut oil would 
be normally put. If that is correct it is 
believed by experts that combinations of 
oil containing only 5 percent soya bean 
are practically pure oils. 








Olive Oil Sophistication 
In Italy Largely Checked 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5, 1924. 


The practice of shipping Mediterranean 
olive oil in general to the United States 
from Italy, as Italian oil, has been 
checked to some extent by the action of 
U. S. Consul Jackson, at Livouro, Italy, 
in requiring that oil from various coun- 
tries, blended in Italy, be invoiced as 
from bonded warehouses, according to 
John G. Gordon, Washington representa- 
tive of the Bureau of Raw Materials for 
American Vegetable Oils and Fats In- 
dustries, who has only just returned from 
a two months tour of Europe. Such 
marking indicates that the oil is not all 
of Italian origin, it appears. 

The trade practice in Italy above re- 
ferred to has been made the subject of 
complaint to the United States Tariff 
Commission by certain olive oil interests 
in this country, who have asked that pro- 
ceedings be had under the unfair com- 
petition provisions of the tariff act of 
1922. Experts of the commission have 
made a preliminary investigation and re- 
port, but no action has been taken. 

This practice is not the only objection- 
able one in the European olive oil in- 
dustry, in the opinion of Mr. Gordon. 
Sulphur olive oil and inferior grades of 
olive oil are bleached or refined and 
blended with better grades and sold at 
high prices. Tuscan oil is said to have 
the best reputation, but its production is 
limited, but Mr. Gordon regards Spanish 
olive oil as above the average Italian oil 
in quality. 

During his trip abroad Mr. Gordon 
gathered information on the cost of pro- 
ducing vegetable oils and made observa- 
tions on economic conditions in the vege- 
table oil industries, which information 
he plans to submit to the tariff commis- 
sion at its hearing in the vegetable oil 
investigation which, however, is not ex- 
pected to be held before mid-winter. 
Commission experts have obtained rather 


full data on Costs of production in the 
domestic industry and pretty good in- 
formation on conditions in certain Euro- 


pean countries. The commission experts 
who went to Ceylon and other Oriental 
regions to gather data on vegetable oil 
production there, have not returned to the 
United States.

Gasoline Market Stronger—Gulf Coast Crude Ad- 


vanced—California 


Output Declining 


Further improvement in the gaso- 
line situation, coupled with a stronger 
market for crude oil in the Southwest, 
furnished the chief interest in last 
week’s petroleum markets. 

Pennsylvania refiners advanced 
their prices on motor gasolin& during 
the week following an ndvabce on 
blended gasoline made late in the pre- 
vious week. The tankwagon market 
in New York and New England was 
firmer at the advanced price level 
named by marketers on Saturday of 
the preceding week, and some talk of 
corresponding advances in other East- 
ern markets was heard during 
the week. 

Gasoline prices were also stronger by 
w%ec. per gallon at Midcontinent refin- 
ery points. Recent buying for the 
account of domestic jobbers has been 
active, and in addition there has been 
a good export movement from Gulf 
perts. As a result of this activity dis- 
tressed gasoline stocks have practi- 
cally vanished from the Southwestern 
markets, and refiners have been able 
to maintain their markets at recently 
advanced price levels. Further in- 
roads into reserve holdings of gaso- 
line occurred during September, de- 
spite the fact that daily gasoline pro- 
duction, averaging over 25,000,000 gal- 
lons daily, set a new high record. Pro- 
duction for the month was 750,264,418 
gallons, consumption figures totaling 
834,896,658 gallons, made up of 718,- 
068;623 gallons domestic consumption 
and 116,828,035 gallons exported. There 
were 1,229,883 gallons of gasoline re- 
maining on hand av the close of the 
month.

Some improvement was reported in 
the crude oil situation. The report of 
the American Petroleum Institute in- 


dicated a further decrease totaling 
13,600 barrels in the daily average do- 
mestic crude production for the week 
ended November 1. Leading purchas- 
ing companies advanced prices on both 
“A” and “B” grades of Gulf Coast 
crude, and it was reported from other 
producing sections of the Southwest 
that buyers were offering premiums 
for stored oil which the operators have 
in their possession. Prices offered for 
some of the oil forced into storage by 
the pro rata buying dummer the sum- 
mer months were reported materially 
over the present posted schedule. 
California oil production continued 
to decline, showing a loss of 4,750 bar- 
rels for the week ended November 1. 
Continued decline in production in 
California, with the absence of any im- 
portant new has put the Coast 
market in better shape. With Cali- 
fornia production totaling 596,000 bar- 
rels daily for the week ended Novem-

ber 1, aS contrasted with the peak of 
872,000 barrels a day in August of 
1923, production and consumption are 
not far apart. It is estimated that 
California refineries require approxi- 
mately 500,000 barrels of crude daily 
for normal operation. The tightening 
up of the Coast market is indicaved 
by the lessening of the eastward 
movement of California crude a few 
months ago, it appeared that the Rose- 
crans field in California was a poten- 
‘tial market disturber, but later devel- 
opments dispelled this fear to a great 
extent. Wells brought in thus far 
have keen small producers, and be- 
cause of the high gravity of the crude 
have been going off fast. The five 
completed wells, brought in with an 


average daily vield of 900 barrels each, 


had fallen off to less than 500 barrels 
each at the close of October. It was 
reported that the older California 


fields have about 24,000 barrels of pro- 
duction shut in, of which approximate- 


ly 15,000 barrels was in the San Joa- 
quin Valley pools. The gradual de- 
cline in California production has 
been reflected to some extent in im- 
provement in Midcontinent markets, 
minimizing as it does the lessening 


of California’s production through the 
shipment of crude to Eastern refin- 
eries by tank steamer via the Panama 
Canal.

Of outstanding importance during 
the week was the continued improve- 
ment in the market for’ gasoline. 


Pennsylvania refiners advanced motor 
gasoline We. per gallon, following a 
corresponding advance in blended gas- 
oline prices during the preceding week. 
The situation in the Midcontinent was 
likewise stronger, with a clean-up of 
distressed gasoline reported and prices 
up 4c. per gallon. 

Fuel oil demand was 
tinued seasonal expansion, and the 
market was a little higher at several 
points, Steam coal was reported to be 
coming into sharper competition, with 
fuel oil at industrial points in the Mid- 
west, but this did not affect the fuel 
oil market to any material extent. 

Kerosene movement from the refin- 
eries eased up somewhat, and the mar- 
ket was showing a softer tone. De- 
mand from the agricultural sections 
did not hold up as well as had been 
anticipated, recent warm weather be- 
ing an unfavorable factor. 

For the first time in the history of 
the industry, daily production of gas- 
oline passed the 25,000,000 gallon mark 
during September.

Reflected in Advances on Nitrate of Soda 
—Fish Scrap Scarce and Firm 


Although considerably more op- 
timism was injected into the market 
as a result of the national elections last 
Tuesday, actual business in the market 
for fertilizer materials was rather 
slack during the week. This condition, 
of course, was seasonal. With the 1924 
shipping season at an end and makers 
of mixtures not yet ready to come into 
the market for additional supplies for 
the coming season, it was but natural 
that the trade should be marking time 
and awaiting developments. 

While competition for new business 
continued keen in the nitrate of soda 
market, prices were higher for all po- 
sitions during the week, owing mainly 
to the higher market for exchange. 
The spot nitrate market was quoted 
higher by all factors and prices were 
similarly advanced for shipments dur- 
ing December and the first quarter of 
1925. Considerable contract business 
was offering for shipment during the 
first quarter of 1925, but at prices 
which proved unattractive to the im- 
porters in many instances. For sev- 
eral weeks past buyers have had 
things pretty much their own way in 
the nitrate of soda market and have 
been generally successful in securing 
price concessions when placing con- 
tract business. While it might have 
been possible to secure fractional con- 
cessions on business offering during 
the past week, the importers were no 
longer willing to go as far in these 
concessions as they have been for sev- 
eral weeks past, and as a result the 
market was showing a healthier under- 
tone for all positions. 

There was nothing new in the Ger- 
man synthetic sulphate of ammonia 
situation during the week. As pre- 
viously reported, a good tonnage of the 
imported material has been sold in 
Southern markets, and the foreign sul- 
phate was receiving further considera- 
tion by American buyers, as the market 
for domestic held up firmly and stocks 
continued light. 

Reports regarding the progress of 
the menhaden fishing season continued 
unfavorable, and the make of scrap 
was light, with resultant firm prices 
on all. grades. Makers of mixed fer- 
tilizers have not covered on their re- 
quirements of fish scrap in a large 
way thus far, and many were reported 
holding off in the hope that the catch 
of fish would improve as the fleet 
moved into Southern waters and that 
freer stocks of scrap would result in 
lower prices. Thus far, however, this 
hope has not been borne out, and as 
the scene of fishing operations shifts 
to Southern waters, the reports coming 
back from the fishing fleet are by no 
means encouraging. 

Interest in tankage had eased off 
somewhat in the local market, and this 
was reflected in a downward movement 
of the imported material. The spot 
market for domestic was held rather 
firmly, however, owing to short hold- 
ings here. A transaction put through 
a fortnight ago cleaned up spot hold- 
ings of tankage and also took care of 
the bulk of production up to the middle 
of the current month. 

Although buyers were not in the 
market for acid phosphate at Balti- 
more in a large way, producers suc- 
ceeded in maintaining their recently 
advanced prices and were confident of 
the future position of their market. 

The retention of the administration 
at Washington was a cheering develop- 
ment to the trade, being taken to indi- 
cate a favorable outlook for agricul- 
turists during the coming season, with 
a consequent improvement in the posi- 
tion of fertilizer manufacturers and in 
demand for their products. The manu- 
facturers have been slowly working 
into a better position, devoting their 
chief energies to speeding up back col- 
lections in an effort to improve their 
cash position. The gradual clearance 
of this back indebtedness is expected 
to be reflected in a stabilizing of the 
entire materials market situation un- 
less some unforeseen development 
should arise to restore the semi-demor- 
alized condition of the past few years, 
with its accompanying price-cutting.

While comparing favorably with 
153,000 tons last year and 97,000 tons 
in 1922, the total showed a distinct 
falling off in view of the steady in- 
crease in the output throughout 1924, 
and was the lowest figure since Octo- 
ber of last year.

“So far as the United Kingdom 
is concerned,” the report added, “the 
use of nitrate of soda in agriculture is 
not likely to expand over-much when 
the average prices remain so high.” 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Move- 
ment was moderate on both the domes- 
tic and imported material. Domestic 
producers continued to hold the mar- 
ket firm on the basis of $2.65 to $2.70 
per 100 pounds, in bulk, f.o.b. works, 
the export price holding nominally un- 
changed at $3 per 100 pounds, in 
double bags, f.a.s. New York. Imported 
sulphate of ammonia, synthetic, was 
unchanged at $2.85 to $2.90 per 100 
pounds in bulk, and $2.95 to $3 per 100 
pounds in single bags. The new list 
of the British Sulphate of Ammonia 
Federation has been issued, naming a 
price of £14 6s. per ton for November 
and £14 8s. for December for the neu- 
tral quality, basis 21.1 percent of nitro- 
gen. Trading was quiet, with a little 
improvement. noted in the export, de- 
mand. 

TANKAGE.—The only change in 
this division of the trade was a re- 
duction of 20c. per unit in the price of 
South American tankage, to arrive, 
which was offering at $3.90 and 10c. per 
unit. Demand was rather quiet on all 
grades. The spot market held at $3.40 
and 10c, per unit for ground or 
screened, 10 and 15 percent, in bulk, 
with unground in bulk quoted at $3.10 
and 10c. per unit. Chicago sellers 
were quoting 11 and 15 percent in bulk 
at $3.50 and 10c. per unit; concen- 
trated, 14 to 15 percent, at $3 per unit, 
and garbage stock, in bulk, at $5.75 
to $6 per ton, all f.0.b. Chicago. 

FISH SCRAP.—Stocks continued 
light and the market was firm under 
routine trading. Dried scrap, 11 per- 
cent ammonia and 15 percent bone 
phosphate, f.o.b. fish factory in bulk, 
held at $4.75 and 10c. per unit, with 
ground 11 and 12 percent ammonia, 
15 percent bone phosphate, quoted at 
$5.50 and 10c. per unit, in bulk, f.o.b. 
Baltimore. Wet acidulated for ship- 
ment from the factory was unchanged 
at $3.75 to $4 and 50c. per unit for the 
6 percent ammonia, 3 percent phos- 
phorie acid grade, in bulk. 

COTTONSEED MEAL.—There was 
no change in the market for cotton- 
seed meal. Buying for use in mixtures 
was quiet. The market held at $35 to 
$37 per ton in bags, f.o.b. mills, for the 
7 percent ammonia grade. 

BLOOD.—Buyers were not operating 
extensively and quotations remained 
unchanged The market held as fol- 
lows:—Dried, 15 and 17 percent am- 
monia, spot, $3.75 per unit; South 
American, to arrive, $3.90 per unit;

Citrates and Oxalates Reduced—Imported Bromides 
Higher—Quicksilver Easier and Slightly 
Lower—Codliver Oil Strong 


The feature development in the drug 
and fine chemical market last week was 
the downward revision in certain of the 
citrates and oxalates. Beyond this 
movement in values prices named on 
the leading materials failed to show 
change. Producers reported a fair 
amount of business and displayed con- 
fidence in the future. They indicated 
that business thus far since Labor 
Day has been fairly satisfactory and 
that consumption seems to be main- 
tained. 

Quicksilver was easier and lower. 
Though London prices were maintained, 
lack of demand and some stock ac- 
cumulation in local cireles brought 
lower prices for spots and considerably 
lower for an early delivery now afloat. 
Mercurial prices failed to change. 

Bromides continued strong with an 
active demand for imported soda, pot- 
ash and ammonia bromides. Supplies 
were narrow. In addition to demand 
for domestic consumption European 
inquiries have been’ received here. 
Iodides were retained firmly at former 
prices and demand was good. Bismuth 
salts were quiet, with no change re- 
ported in the raw material market. 
Further developments in prices on salts 
depends principally on the bismuth 
metal market abroad. 

Menthol continued strong, with spot 
supplies very scarce and a fairly active 
demand for prompt parcels. Not a 
great deal is expected to arrive in the 
near future, and much of that coming 
in has already been sold. Podophyllin 


continued easy, with prices tending 
downward. Strychnine salts were firm 
with the makers, but the brokers re- 


ported some price shading on the part 
of outside holders. Tartar emetic was 


no longer ofte:ed under the makers’ 
quotations, 

Alcohols occupied a strong position 
in which continued demand pressed 
production closely. The result was 


well maintained prices and an upward 
tendency to values. Glycerin was firm 
as concerned chemically pure and 
weaker as to dynamite. Demand for 
C.P. came in well from the tobacco in- 
terests, and other consumers were also 
active in covering requirements. De- 
mand for dynamite has eased off, and 
accumulated supplies of foreign gly- 
cerin have served to bring about sales 
at lower levels than a week ago.

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tinued. All facts at hand suggest a 
continued strength in this group and 
a demand which bids fair to expand 
rather than contract.

PODOPHYLLIN.—A market with 
easy undertones and increasing com- 
petition prevailed on the spot last week. 
Prices were noted at $4.75 to $5 per 
pound, with the tendency toward shad- 
ing, owing to the fact that raw mate- 
rial prices have permitted a reduction 
in production costs. 

QUICKSILVER.—Spot had an easier 
undertone at $70 to $71 per flask, while 
London stood at £10 15s. per flask, 
according to latest advices. Foreign 
advices suggest that the metal market 
is likely to remain committed in buy- 
ers’ favor for some time to come, and 
the extent of local demand at the pres- 
ent time would certainly assist in the 
development of lower replacement 
costs; at the moment, consumers have 
but small needs to fill.

The Continental producers will 
doubtless have to moderate their views a 
good deal yet if their sales are to be in- 
creased to any material extent. 

QUININE.—Seasonable demand re- 
mains good, but the delay in weather 
favorable to increased consumption has 
brought a somewhat more quiet mar- 
ket. Also, offerings of considerable 
quantities from “outside” sources are 
annoying but not disturbing to the 
principal producers and _ distributing 
factors in the first-hand market. Many 
consumers are disinclined to take a 
chance with quinine of doubtful or in- 
definite origin. This keeps the move- 
ment of business fairly even to the 
first hands in this market. American, 
Dutch, Japanese and German sulphate 
was quoted at 50c. per ounce; resale 
was noted at 47%c. to 48c. per ounce. 

ROCHELLE SALT.— Domestic and 
imported were both quoted at 20c. per 
pound, with a bare chance existing that 
a shade lower might be done on im- 
ported under favorable circumstances. 
However, competition between the two 
no longer favors the importer. De- 
mand was for fairly attractive quan- 
tities in excellent volume. 

SALICIN.—Demand was small, but 
supplies were so light and cost so much 
money when purchased abroad as to 
warrant the well-maintained spot price 
of $4.75 to $5 per pound. 

SEIDLITZ MIXTURE. — Quotations 
continued to prevail at the recent de- 
cline to 164c. per pound. Some quar- 
ters reported an improvement in de- 
mand, while others declared for a vol- 
ume about level with the recent move- 
ment.

Foreign Botanical Crops Short—Bad Weather Cuts 


Collections—Replacement Markets Rise 
When Dealers Here Cover 


Undercurrents in the botanical 
crude drug market last week were 
strong. Business pursued its recent 
course without much change, but this 
failed to affect that upward trend of 
replacement values and the necessity 
of many local dealers to replace at 
full costs abroad. The outlook was 
for a steady sustained rise in quota- 
tions in the local market, although 
the movement toward higher levels is 
expected to be somewhat slow unless 
consumption widens and demand shows 
sudden expansion, 


The strength of the market has orig- 
inated abroad. Some time ago the 
situation there was distinctly in favor 
of the importer here. Offerings were 
rather frequent and a desire to sell 
kept prices from advancing despite 
the interest that might be shown. This 
was mostly before the results of Euro- 
pean collection were known to foreign 
operators. 

A change has come over the situa- 
tion. Crops gathered have turned out 
to be conservative and subnormal in 
many items. In no instance have 
stocks acumulated, as ordinarily is 
the case with the resultant lowering 
of prices. On the contrary, this year 
finds the foreign sellers holding con- 
servative stocks of most European 
botanicals and displaying a pronounced 
tendency to advance prices while not 
pressing the sale of existing supplies. 

This stronger situation is generally 
attributed to bad growing weather 
throughout the European collection and 
cultivation districts. Droughts of long 
duration were frequent during the 
summer and the growing crops suf- 
fered severely through the lack of 
rains. Many plants were killed out- 
right while others failed to mature. 
Those that did failed to reach a qual- 
ity comparable with the best of Euro- 
pean production, 

The result was a disappointing col- 
lection and a stronger market for the 
existing supply. The carryovers were 
mostly negligible and this factor unites 
with the conservative collection to 
operate against the domestic import- 
ers holding the market mostly in their 
favor. 

At present it is quite the other way 


and when goods are needed the for- 
eign replacement markets have to be 
thoroughly shopped to get offerings. 
Prominently mentioned as_ specially 


strong abroad are arnica flowers, 
Krench marjoram and thyme, savory, 
ergot, henbane leaves and belladonna 


root and leaf. 

Another element figures in the ad- 
vancing costs of replacement. This is 
the close co-operation between the for- 
eign shippers. It is reported from 
several quarters that daily conferences 
anent orders received, quantities taken, 
and prices paid take place at Ham- 
burg, all to the end that the German 
shippers avoid treading on each others’ 
toes in negotiating business with im- 
porters in New York. Information re- 
xarding stocks is generally pooled and 


it is even suggested that orders are 
allocated between themselves on oc- 
casions. At least that is the belief 


and sentiment of certain spot import- 
ers whose experience with shippers 
abroad and New York agents of the 
same apparently confirm the opinion. 

Price developments locally were 
along the lines laid down during the 
past two weeks. Ergot was stronger 
with upward tendency while lycopo- 
dium was in similar position at higher 
limits. Lobelia advanced owing to ab- 


sorption of most cheaply held lots. 
Marjoram was higher all around and 
supplies of French were very light; 
the market was virtually nominal. 
Savory moved up a peg under ex- 
panded demand. French thyme was 
nominal at unchanged prices, but 


thus appreciating 
the scarcity and 
French. Arnica 
on shrinkage in 


Spanish advanced, 
in value because of 
1igher quotations on 
flowers were higher 
supplies. 

Angelica root moved up slightly and 


no longer was in buyers’ favor. Bella- 
donna root was higher while leaves 
remained strong at unchanged levels. 


Mexican sarsaparilla advanced in all 
directions and offerings were not 
pressed strongly for sale owing to 
higher replacement costs. 


Slight reaction in digitalis leaves and 
valerian root was noted but the articles 
remained strong despite the slight set- 
back which came through competition. 
Dandelion was easier at unchanged 
prices, although it was intimated that 
open quotations might be shaded. 
Italian laurel sold down en hrisker 
competition in a market better stocked 
with prompt delivery goods. Roman

chamomile remained weak, 
further, and was still committed 
buyers’ favor late in the week.

Business in essential oils was good 
last week. Undertones in the local 
market were generally firm and the 
trend of values was upward in the 
main. While competition was still an 
active factor in determining values, it 
Was perhaps less influential than was 
the question of stocks and replacement 
values. 

Stocks at present available in local 
circles are not burdensome. Most 
dealers report a conservative supply 
of the general line and few long items 
therefore exist. Further, the cost of 
replacements is such as not to en- 
courage liberal stocking of spot ma- 
terial except in instances where de- 
mand or requirements clearly dictate 
such a policy. Few dealers are tak- 
ing chances and for that reason buy- 
ers will generally find that the price 
situation tends against the purchase 
of supplies at prices more favorable 
to them. 

Values showed a pronounced drift 
upward last week. Downward revi- 
sions were few and confined to ar- 
ticles in which that drift had been 
well established. For example, cara- 
way dropped further, but downward 
movements have been common of late 
in that oil. In contrast, cedar wood 
oil resumed its march toward higher 
prices on which depends the produc- 
tion of an adequate stock of the ar- 
ticle. Still this movement had also 
heen well defined in the recent past. 

Then there was lemongrass. Values 
were stronger, higher, and _ supplies 
tighter than recently. Distilled lime 
was higher in most quarters, though 
the material of questionable quality— 
as reported during the previous week 
—was still offered, and in one in- 
stance sold to another dealer. Linaloe 
moved forward again and holders of 
the article were less inclined to sell 
than they were to await further de- 
velopment in the more active primary 
market. 

Peppermint oil was higher, both 
spot and country. However, some pri- 
mary market factors are inclined 
toward the belief that the future of 
values depends largely on the ques- 
tion of menthol being made here from 
American peppermint oil this year. 
Also, the buying of local dealers is 
proving to be a stimulus to price main- 
tenance in the west. Elsewhere in this 
issue of the Reporter appears an im- 
portant consensus of reliable pr.mary 
market opinion.

The price range is $5.50 
to $6 per pound according to seller, and 
even somewhat higher prices have been 
obtained according to allegation. The 
market is one of unquestioned firm- 
ness with rising tendency. 

LEMON. — Firm undercurrents 
coursed the spot market uncer infiu- 
ence of sustained demand and limited 
holdings. Prices were supported by 
gx00d buying on the basis of the recent 
advance to 874c. to $1 per pound for 
Messina oil. ; 

LEMONGRASS.—The advance was 
resumed. Under better demand, prices 
worked up to the basis of 95c. to $1 
per pound and ended the week firmly 
entrenched with upward tendency still 
predominating. The strength of the 
market rests in the limitations on spot 
supplies and the somewhat concen- 
trated position of the oil available. 

LIME.—The market for distilled oil 
was higher at $1.20 to $1.30 per pound, 
though sales in one-quarter were made 
iround $1 per pound to another dealer. 
The quantity involved was 500 to 800 
pounds and has consisted of oil which 
has been generally condemned as poor 
in quality on the spot. Only one lot so 
priced exists; the balance of the mar- 
ket quoted as ubove.

Peppermint Crop in Michigan 
Exceeds Total Made in 1923 


factors in the Michi- 
gan peppermint region discovers a pre- 
ponderance of opinion that this year's 
crop has run slightly larger than the 192: 
yield, in spite of disappointing returns 
in many localities. It is pointed out, 
however, that the fact that there was 
practically no carry-over oil in the hands 
of growers is an important factor. The 
best informed opinion is also that the 
existence of any large stocks of old oil 
in the hands of primary dealers is at 
most doubtful. 

On the other hand, there is a wide- 
spread belief that many consumers pur- 
chased in 1923 and the early months of 
1924 more oil than they required for 
actual consumption during the period. 
None will say, however, whether this in- 
visible surplus is larger or smaller than 
normal; although it is generally believed 
to be larger. 

Considering the crop condition as aver- 
age, observers believe that not far from 
$5 per pound was an equitable price for 
the farmer to receive. Much oil was 
purchased at less than this figure, and 
considerable was sold at a higher price, 
but about $5 per pound was the average 
handling price up to about October 1. 
Reports have it that $6.25 per pound was 
paid to farmers this week; but this figure 
cannot be confirmed. 

It is estimated that probably less than 
20 percent of the crop is now in the hands 
of producers. 3ut several speculative 
stocks held in the country; so there ap- 
pears to be more than 20 percent of the 
current year’s production still available to 
the recognized dealer. 

Demand from Eastern dealers has been 
sufficient to keep the West well enough 
supplied with orders to permit it to con- 
tinue to hold its strong position. The 
past few days there has been another 
sharp advance, due almost entirely to the 
agitation in connection with the produc- 
tion of American menthol. There is no 
definite information at hand as to the 
soundness of predictions that menthol will 
again be made in the United States. It 
is opined that, if this demand should not 
develop in a large way, the present quo- 
tations on oil will suffer a reaction with- 
in the next few weeks. 

This year’s peppermint oil crop in one 
Northern Indiana locality, is estimated at 
7.200 pounds, comp?red with 17.0290 
pounds last year. 31,009 pounds in 192”, 
and 47,000 pounds in 1921. Inability to 
obtain sufficient labor to work extensive 
plantings is given as the reason for this 
year’s shortage.

Shellac is Must Read 
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Labels 
Compound or Substitute 
When Not Pure 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 5, 1924. 

The Federal Trade Commission today 
issued its modified order against the Don- 
O-Lac Company, Inc., manufacturers of 
paints, varnishes and substitutes for 
shellac varnish, Rochester, N. Y. Com- 
missioners Thompson and Nugent dis- 
sented. 

In the original order the company was 
prohibited from using the word “shellac” 
on labels alone or in combination with 
any word or words on any product not 
composed wholly of 100 percent shellac 
gum cut in alcohol, unless accompanying 
words clearly set forth the percentage of 
each ingredient of which such substitute 
is composed. 

The modified order, however, printed in 
the Reporter some time ago, when it was 
proposed by the commission and agreed to 
by the company, permits the use of the 
word “shellac” accompanied by the word 
“compound” in equally conspicuous letters 
when the product is not pure shellac, but 
in which shellac gum is the principal 
and predominant element. Use of the 
word “shellac” accompanied by the word 
“substitute” is also permitted by the new 
order when shellac gum is not the prin- 
cipal and predceminant element. 

The modification appears to be 
cn resolutions of the National Varnish 
Manufacturers’ Association, the Paint 
Manufacturers’ Association of the United 
States, the United States Shellac Manu- 
facturers’ Association and the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association, men- 
tioned in the commission's findings of fact. 
These resolutions recommended that the 
word “shellac’’ should not be used in 
labels on any other than 100 percent goods 
unless modified by addition of the word 
“compound,” and the word “shellac” 
should not be used on products of less 
than 50 percent pure shellac by weight 
except as a part of the formula or in 
connection with the word “substitute” or 
“imitation.” In response to the spirit and 
purpose of such resolutions, the commis- 
sion says, “a very large proportion of the 
manufacturers of shellac are labeling or 
branding their shellac, shellac compounds 
and shellac substitutes accordingly.” 

In their dissenting opinions Commis- 
sioners Thompson and Nugent criticize the 
majority commission’s use of the words 
“principal and predominant element” in 
the modified findings and order as allow- 
ing too much latitude and not respon- 
sive to the association’s recommended 
standard of “50 percent of the solid con- 
tent by weight of the material.”’

FUEL OIL.—There was more 
fuel oil market, though as a rule the orders 
were for small amounts, compared with the 
usual takings of concerns placing orders.

Failures in October 


A larger mimber of commercial failures 
in the United States invariably occurs 
during the closing months of a year, and 
the October total reported to R, G. Dun & 
Co. exceeds that of any previous month 
since last May. Numbering 1,696, last 
month’s defaults compare with 1,306 in 
September, while the Habilities rose from 
$34,296,276 to $26,098.804. In point of num- 
ber. the October failures increased about 
30 percent over those of September, which 
marked the low level this year, and the 
indebtedness was heavier by 5 percent. 
This is a better showing than was made 
in October of last year, when the 1,673 
defaults were 36% percent above the num - 
ber for September, and the liabilities of 
$79,301,741 were two and three-quarter 
times larger than the aggregate for that 
month The failures during October of 
the current vear, though slightly out- 
numbering those for the same period of 
last year, involved less than one-half the 
amount reported for the earlier period, 
this difference in the indebtedness being 
accounted for by a falling off in large 
defaults last month. Thus, there were 
forty-eight failures for $100,000 or more 
in each case, involving $15,988.338, 
whereas, in October of last vear eighty- 
one such defaults oceurred, with liabilities 
of $60 724,317. For ten months of 1924, 
all ecornmercial failures. numbering 16,9: Z. 
compared with 15,173 for a similar period 
of last year ,and liabilities of $466 2,260 
contrast With a total of $437,480,368 for 
ten months of 19238.

Stronger Demand Accelerates Upward Tendency 
—Report Contracts in Bleaching Powder 
—Caustic Potash on Firmer Basis 


The market for industrial chemicals 
displayed more activity last week than 
in some time past. Consumers appar- 
ently had been waiting until the elec- 
tion was out of the way before going 
ahead with regular commitments. Con- 
sequently, the latter part of the week 
witnessed an active demand for a num- 
ber of items which previously had been 
rather quiet. The market was gener- 
ally steady in tone, with some ten- 
dency toward higher levels in a num- 
ber of instances. 

Consumers showed much interest in 
possibilities of contracts for next year. 
None of the manufacturers of sodas 
made any definite announcements dur- 
ing the week, although it had generally 
been believed that forward business 
would be solicited as soon as election 
was over. Factors indicated their in- 
tention of naming prices during the 
present week. Toward the end of the 
week it was reported that contracts in 
bleaching powder had been arranged at 
a! price somewhat lower than current 
levels. This was denied in most manu- 
facturing quarters and did not seem to 
be very well confirmed at the end of 
the week. It was admitted in one 
quarter that contracts had been made, 
but the prices were stated to be the 
same as prevailed on new business at 
this time. 

Considerable developed in 
the market for caustic soda, and a do- 
mestic factor was asking very firm 
prices for his product. The imported 
was quite steady. Representatives of 
the German industry are in the coun- 
try at the present time, and it is be- 
lieved that their visit will result in 
some adjustment of importing sources. 
Rumor had it that a number of im- 
porters would be eliminated. Consum- 
ers were taking supplies more readily, 
evidently anticipating higher prices 
shortly. 

Manufacturers of blue vitriol reported 
the best business since last winter. Ad- 
vances in copper have strengthened the 
market, but competition was keen and 
there have been no advances. Small lot 
business has been quiet, but insecticide 
makers were taking seasonal quanti- 
tias and there has been some agricul- 
tural buying also. More activity in the 
oxide was noted.

ALUM.—Odd lots of potash lump 
have sold on spot at 2%c. per pound. 
The majority of sellers were quoting 
3c. to 4144¢. per pound, depending on 
quantity and grade, but that range 
was by no means definite and there 
was every possibility of bettering it 
on.the right sort of business. Ship- 
ments from abroad were somewhat 
higher, the German manufacturers 
have advanced prices, and it was im- 
possible to do better than 3c. on ship- 
ments. Formerly less had been pos- 
sible and that is why some of the 
sellers were willing to let go a little 
cheaper. Other grades were un- 
changed and rather dull, the ground 
4¥4e. to 5c; and the powdered 4%c. 
to 5%4c. A better demand has been 
noted for the ammonia grades and 
a steadier tone has developed in the 


market. Sales to paper mills were 
large and other consuming trades 
were beginning to take larger sup- 
plies. Quotations were stoutly main- 


tained at former levels, the lump $3.50 
to $3.60 per 100 pounds; ground, $3.65 
to $3.75, and powdered, $3.85 to $3.95. 
Soda was 3%c to 4\%4c. per pound, and 
ammonia and potash chrome grades 
5loc. to be. 

ALUMINUM HYDRATE. — The 
heavy has been somewhat more active, 


and as stocks were not overly large, 
the tone has become firmer. Quota- 
tions were 6%4c. to 7%e. per pound. 


Light was in usual demand from the 
printing ink makers at 17c. to 18e. 

AMMONIA, ANHYDROUS. The 
market has been less active, but the 
producers have made no changes in 
their quotations. Stocks were not 
large and production was pretty well 


adjusted to consumption. The range 
was 30c. to 35c. per pound, depending 
on the size of the cylinder. 

AMMONIA, NITRATE.—There was 
very little of this material available 
on spot and prices were about steady. 
Demand was very small and practically 
nothing was done during the week. 
The prices were 8c. to 8%c. per pound. 

AMMONIA, PERSULPHATE— 
There was no domestic available, as 
production has not been resumed here 
since the war. Imported was not in 
large supply, but demand was meager 
and supplies sufficed. Sellers quoted 
30c. per pound, 

AMMONIAC, SAL.—Elimination of 
stocks and continued demand has re- 
sulted in a firmer tone to the market 
for imported. The white granular 
was fractionally higher at the end of 
the week, and while the possibility of 
securing supplies at 6c. per pound in 
a large way still existed, the leading 
sellers were quoting at 64c. to 6c. 
per pound, on usual transactions. De- 
mand has been quite active and sales 
of as much as 50 tons at a time oc- 
curred, although the bulk of orders 
wis for much smaller lots. Shipments 
had a tendency to advance, and were 
more or less nominal at the old figure 
The imported gray was less 
active and attracted fewer buyers at 
7\4c. to 7T%e. Domestic grades have 
not changed any and white was 7c. to

ANTIMONY.—The metal. skyrock- 
eted during the last few days of the 
week and prices went sharply higher. 
Quotations at the end of the week were 
13'4c. to 134%4c. per pound. Demand was 
extremely active and stocks were so 
small that buyers could not get what 
they wanted. The Chinese situation 
was still uncertain and meantime no 
shipments were coming forward. The 
oxide was extremely firm and also in 
demand at former price of 13c. to 14e. 
per pound; needle powdered was 9c. 
to 9%c. Chloride continued along 
routine lines at 14c. to 15c. per pound. 
ARSENIC.—There was little trad- 
ing on the spot. The market for white 
arsenic was practically nominal at 
6l4c. to Te. per pound. Odd lots were 
to be had from the dealers at the in- 
side price, but the producers were not 
inclined to shade 7c. and were trying 
to get orders for forward deliveries at 
that figure. It was claimed the price 
offered practically no profit, and that 
less than 7c. was out of the quesiion. 
Some producers have stopped produc- 
tion for the time being. It was under- 
stood shipments from Japan were to 
be had at 6c. for delivery during the 
next two months or so. ted was dull 


and in small supply, the price the 
same as before, lic. to 15%c. per 
pound. 


BLEACHING POWDER.—It was re- 
ported late in the week that contracts 
for 1925 deliveries had been taken on 
by a producer at $1.85 per 100 pounds 
in large drums at works. This price, 
however, was generally denied, and the 
fact could not be confirmed. It was 
admitted in one quarter that some 1925 
business had been taken at $1.90. Other 
manufacturers would not make definite 
statements, but said that prices would 
be announced this week. Consumers 
were much interested in this develop- 
ment. Current business was being 
quoted at $1.90 to $2.30 per 100 pounds 
at works, depending on quantitv and 
size of drum. Demand has been very 
good. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Leading makers 
have been doing extremely well during 
the past two weeks, and sales have 
been in better volume than at any time 
since last winter. The market was well 
up to the seasonable average, and Car- 
lot sales continued lively. There has 
been less demand for small lots, whica 
indicated that jobbing business was not

made tor deliveries next year at cur- 
rent levels. Forward business has been 
taken on at 4%c. per pound in tanks 
at works, while cylinders were 5%c. to 
7%ec. These prices applied to current 
shipments. There has been a steady 
gain in demand and shipments last 
week were large. 

COPPER, OXIDE.—A fairly active 
demand developed for the oxide during 
the week and factors did a little busi- 
ness. This was the first trading for 
some time. Quotations were steady at 
l6c. to 16%c. per pound, and higher 
prices for the metal are expected to 
keep the market on a steady basis. 

ETHYL ACETATE.—The first of the

LIME, ACETATE.—The market con- 


tinued along steady lines. Trading as 
in good volume, and there has also been 
a fair amount of export business.

PHOSPHORUS.—With no domestic 
manufacturers in the field, supplies of 
red phosphorus were practically nil. 
Small lots were obtainable from some 
pharmaceutical supply houses at $1 to 
$1.10 per pound. The yellow was in 
more generous supply at 34ce. to 35c. 

POTASH, CAUSTIC.—The market 
was mucn firmer in tone. The domes- 
tic maker was quoting fractionally 
higher prices for his goods and was 
finding a steady outlet for production. 
Quotations were now 7c. to 7%c. per 
pound for 88 to 92 percent, and 70 to 
75 percent at works. Imported 88 to 
92 percent was held at 7T%&ec. to 
Demand was along good lines and 
dealers were doing quite well. tepre- 
sentatives of the German manufactur- 
ers were in the country now, and it 
was believed that some arrangements 
were being made whereby the num- 
ber of importers would be reduced. It 
was not believed that more than three 
of the importers would continue to im- 
port caustic potash in the near future. 
This would be in line with develop- 
ments in the German situation during 
the past three months or so. Produc- 
tion has been much curtailed and only 
certain quantities were being exported, 
and these were being distributed 
through a few specified agencies. Ship- 
ment prices were 7%c., and only mod- 
erate quantities available for ship- 
ment from abroad at this time. It is 
believed that the market will be grad- 
ually advanced to more equitable lev- 
els.

Pennsylvania Salt Mfg. Co. 
Buys Michigan Corporation 


_ The Pennsylvania Salt Manufacturing 
Company has purchased the capital stock 
of the Michigan Electrochemical Com- 
pany, Menominee, Mich.

Soda Prices Fixed in Russia 


The two largest 





producers of alkali 
products in Soviet Russia—namely, the 
“Chimugol’ (Chemical Coal Trust) and 
the “Uralchim”’ (Ural Chemical Trust)- 
have come to an agreement to regulate 
the selling prices of soda products, ac- 
cording to recent articles in German trade 
papers This agreement has been ap- 
proved by the chemical division of the 
“Zato” <The Soviet Central Trading 
Company). Prices are fixed at 4.05 
roubles per pood for caustic soda, and 
1.55 roubles per pood for soda ash, f.o.b. 
maker's station. Sulphuric acid is selling 
at 87 kopeks per pood, and hydrochloric 
acid is bringing 1.95 roubles’ per pood, 
f.o.b. maler’s station. Very little demane 
is being experienced for bleaching powder, 
saltecake, and Glauber’s sali (1 pood equals 
36.112 pounds). 





Beetles Penetrate Metals 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 5, 1924. 

Tests conducted by the Bureau of En- 
tomology of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, in co-operation with 
the Bureau of Standards of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, have shown that 
spraying wood with metals to prevent 
attack by the California lead-cable borer 
is not very effective. Various metals 
were sprayed on sections of California 
live oak wood infested with these beetles, 
but even some of the harder metals were 
penetrated by the beetles in emerging 


from the wood. The tests were more 
severe than conditions under which the 
beetles would attack cable, since insects 
make greater effort to emerge than to 
penetrate. The following metals were 
penetrated : — Aluminum, lead, Monel, 
nickel, tin, zinc. Brass and copper were 
the only metals not penetrated. 


Limestone Freight Approved 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 5, 1924. 

The complaint of the Armour Fer- 
tilizer Works against the Southern Rail- 
way Company and others, involving an 
alleged overcharge on shipments of ground 
limestone, in carloads, from Barber, Va., 
to Greensboro, N. C., has been dismissed 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
In this dismissal the commission made the 
following concession :— 

We fiind that the Southern, under its tarit® 
was entitled to retain charges based on its 
local rate of $1.40 per net ton, but that the 
ugeregate rate applicable was $2.50 per net 
ton and that the shipments were overcharged. 
The record does not establish who paid and 
bore the freight charges and no order fer repa- 
ration may be entered but the overcharges, 
with interest, should be prompt!y refunded to 
compiainant, if it is entitled to receive them. 


German Dye Producers Said 
To Be Greatly Encouraged 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6, 1924. 

Improvement in conditions affecting the 
German chemical industry, which has 
greatly encouraged the dye producers, is 
pointed out in a report from American 
Commercial Attache Herring at serlin 
to the chemical division of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

Reduced prices of coal and coke, on 
which the industry is dependent for its 
raw materials, and a slight lowering of 
freight rates are cited, while the removal 
of the customs barrier in the western part 
of Germany, in connection with the in- 
auguration of operation of the Dawes 
plan, is considered as helpful in effecting 
a general lowering of production costs in 
the future. Other factors are the possibility 
of a Japanese-German commercial treaty, 
which might remove German dyes from 
the existing list of prohibited imports, and 
the conclusion of an agreement with Rus- 
sian interests for comparatively large dye- 
stuffs deliveries to that country. 

Some expectations are also had of a 
larger export of German dyes to the 
United States. The lowering of the 
American customs tariff on German dyes, 
effective September 22, is held as offering 
an opening of the American market, al- 
though the Germans are not over-opti- 
mistic in view of the phenomenal growth 
of our own dyestuffs industry during and 
since the war. They appear to be under

Intermediates Steady in Tone—Few Price Changes 
—Benzol Production Gaining Gradually 
—Expect Naphthalene Contracts 


The market for coal-tar products 
underwent little change during the 
week, Trading was along fair lines 
only, and there did not seem to be any 
appreciable gain in the volume of in- 
quiries at the end of the period. Prices 
were generally steady and the ma- 
jority of makers appeared to be try- 
ing to keep values on a stable basis. 
‘This stabilizing was discernible in 
many sections of the market. Consum- 
ers have been taking as requirements 
necessitated, but apparently there has 
been only a small gain in the opera- 
tions of the dye makers, as these in- 
terests have been paying attention to 
only a few of the items in the inter- 
mediate list. Manufacturing costs have 
shown little disposition to cheapen the 
past few months, and it was claimed 
that many of the intermediates were 
now selling at prices which allowed of 
practically no profit to the maker. 

The production of benzol has been 
slightly increased, but supplies were 
not yet available in any large volume. 
There has been some decrease in the 
consumption lately and factors antici- 
pated even more falling off in the buy- 
ing in a short time. This has been 
one reason why production has not 
been pushed any, as factors did not 
want to accumulate stocks. Prices 
remained on a firm basis, and carried 
the other distillates with them. Con- 
sumption of solvent naphtha has been 
excellent and very little was available. 
Xylene and toluene have also been 
moving well. The shortage of benzol 
has prevented any large quantities of 
these from being produced and, as de- 
mand persisted, prices naturally have 
remained firm. 

Demand for phenol has shown little 
gain lately and most of the time the 
market was extremely dull. Quotations 
were steady at recently established lev- 
els. Supplies were not overly large, 
but production was small at best. 
Manufacturers have claimed that 
prices were too low for profitable pro- 
duction and were waiting until demand 
was broader and_ prices’ stronger. 
Trading in pyridine did no assume any 
proportions, but stocks were small and 
prices were maintained. An increase 
in supplies in the English market has 
resulted in a somewhat easier tone 
there and it is expected that shipment 
prices will be lower in the future. Re- 
finers were working on naphthalene 
contract prices and were getting ready 
for this business. 

Conditions in textile mills were bet- 
ter, and increased operations have led 
to a steady demand for colors. Some 
of the reds and blacks were moving 
very well indeed.

ANTHRACENE. — The market 
showed practically no improvement 
last week. During most of the period 
trading was at a standstill, but to- 
wards the end of the week a little 
more inquiry developed, although these 
inquiries did not materialize into actual 
orders. Distributors were more en- 
courazed however. There was no lack 
of supplies. Production has been small 
for a considerable time, but this has 
not ‘diminished supplies apparently, 
and the continued dullness of demand 
has resulted in a weak tone. There 
have been no shipments from abroad 
lately eitner, as dealers found this un- 
profitable. Quo.ations were not very 
well maintained, and the fact that the 
leading sellers continued to quote 
former levels did not have much mean- 
ing as it was obvious that on the right 
sort wf business the ranges could be 
shaded. Quotations on 80 to 85 per- 
cent were 5%c. to 70c. per pound; 40 to 
45 percent, 12c. to l4c., and 20 to 25 
percent, 3%c. to 4e. 

BENZENE (BENZOL).—None of the 
leadiag producers have made any 
changes in prices. [There has been 
some incrense in supplies lately, due to 
a heavier production of coke and the

operation of more of the coke ovens. 
Improved industrial conditions were 
responsil:le for this increase in the out- 
put of benzol. At the same time, 
there has been some decrease in the 
demand. On the whole, however, buy- 
ing has been extremely well sustained 
and factors were gratified at the con- 
tinuation of the _ buying. The fine 
weather which has prevailed during 
the past three weeks has undoubtedly 
been one reason for continuation of 
the buying of the 90 percent, probably 
the chief reason. Factors expect that 
With inclement weather at hand there 
will be a marked decerase in the con- 
sumption of motor fuel, which would 
inevitably reflect in the sales of benzol. 
The increase in production has been 
gradual and _ producers were not 
anxious that it should be accelerated 
as they did not want to accumulate 
stocks at this time. The market con- 
tinued firm in tone, on account of the 
good movement and relative lightness 
of supplies. It did not appear that any 
changes were contemplated at this 
time. Quotations on 90 percent were 
from 25c. per gallon in tanks at works, 
to 28c. in drums. The pure was 24c. 
to 25c. per gallon in tanks at works, 
and 30c. in drums. 

CARBAZOLE, — There was nothing 
doing in this section last week. ‘There 
have been no changes in prices recently 
and the former schedule was _ con- 
tinuec, although the tone lacked firm- 
ness. Supplies were in generous volume 
considering the state of demand. Pro- 
duction has been small for a long time, 
as factors did not find consumption 
heavy enough to warrant any extension 
of operations. The prices have keen 
shaded frequently on late transactions, 
but sellers continued to quote 45c. to 
50c. per pound, 

CREOSOTE OIL.—Stocks were not 
in excessive volume and the market 
was fairly steady in tene. It was 
doubtful if any of the prominent sellers 
would have been disposed to shade 
prices any. Production was not large 
and while consumption was. small. 
stocks were not in excessive volume, 
all things considered. There has been 
an extremely good demand for the 
No, 1 grade, and th? makers were 
well sold ahead on contract. This 
grade is used for treating wood, and is 
invariably sold on contract. A _ price 
of 18c. to 20c. per gailon was quoted 
on tanks at the works. The oiher 
grades which were offered by the 
dealers and makers in the open mar- 
ket were quoted at 4c. to 26c. per 
gallon for the 15 percent: in drums, 
and 54c,. to 36c, for the 25 percent, also 
in drums. Disinfectant makers have 
been slow buyers and sales this fall 
have been less thau usual. 

CRESOL.—U.S.P. was to be had in 
cod volume from the makers, who 
quoted at 18c, to 20c. per pound, de- 
pendins on the quantity. The market 
was quite steady at that range, and it 
was doubtful if the price could have 
been shaded in any direction. The 
dealers were filling small orders at 
20c. without any difficulty and there 
seemed a pretty good demand during 
most of the week. Buying has been 
more active lately and sales were made 
in more seasonable volume. The tone 
of the market continued steady al- 
though supplies were good and it was 
claimed that actual production costs 
were such as to make it impossible 
io ae better than at the moment. 

CRESYLIC ACID.—There was some 
unsettlement in the market last week, 
altheuzh a better Gemand developed 
towards the end of the period. How- 
ever, sales did not actually assume 
any unusual proportions, but distrib- 
utors felt certain that the increase in 
inquiries would ultimately result in a 
sustained demand. The market was 
amply supplied, stocks being in quite 
fair volume. Production has not been 
pushed any, but quiet demand of 
recent months has allowed of some 
accumulation of stocks. It was an- 
ticipated that one of the manufacturers 
who had rather generous stocks on 
hand would cut his price. Sellers gen- 
erally have expected some such move, 
although it was difficult to see how it 
could be effected with manufacturing 
costs at present levels. At the end of 
the week quotations were from 63c. 
to 68c. per gallon for the 97 to 99 per- 
cent pale acid, and 6lc. to 66c. for the 
95 to 97 percent dark grade. 

NAPHTHALENE.—Leading refiners 
were displaying considerable reluctance 
about entering contracts for deliveries 
next spring. It was expeced this con- 
tract price would be announced dur- 
ing the week, but that had not occurred 
as late as Thusday evening. Just 
what these prices will be remained in 
doubt. It is not expected that they 
will be much higher than the present 
spot market, although it has been

ALPHA-NAPHTHOL.—Not a great 
deal was being produced, as there were 
few manufacturers left in the field. 
Demand was not heavy and it was 
satisfied without much difficulty. Quo- 
tations were steady at recently pre- 
vailing levels. The refined was firmer 
in tone than the technical, and manu- 
facturers cliamed that with present 
manufacturing costs a much higher 
selling price was warranted than at 
the moment prevailed. Quotations 
were 85c. to 90c. per pound for refined, 
and 60c. to 65c. for technical. 

ALPHA-NAPHTHYLAMINE. — Un- 
changed at 35c. to 37c. per pound, the 
market was moderately active. De- 
mand was irregular and has not been 
any too well sustained. Producers had 
ample stocks on hand and were meet- 
ing requirements easily. Some foreign 
interest has been noted, but has not 
turned into orders as yet. Most of the 
demand lately has come from the West. 
The biggest lots have been sold to 
Western interests. 

ANILINE OIL.—The market. was 
steady in tone and demand was more 
than fair, but no changes occurred in 
prices. Tanks were l6c. to 16%c. per 
pound, while drums were 17c. to 17%c. 
Production was along usual lines, and 
while not as heavy as in recent years, 
was sufficient to take care of all the 
consumptive requirements. There has 
been talk of higher prices for this in- 
termediate lately, but this talk has not 
taken concrete form as yet. It was 
pointed out that the raw materials had 
all advanced in price and that present 
selling levels afforded practically no 
profit. The oil for red was nominally 
unchanged at 40c. to 45c. per pound. 

ANILINE SALT.—Very little demand 
was expressed for this intermediate. 
The market was dull and easy in tone. 
Quotations were 20c. to 24c. per pound. 

ANTHRAQUINONE.—The sublimed 
was quoted at $1 to $1.10 per pound, 
depending on the quantity. It could 
not be said that the market displayed 
any unusual activity. Stocks were not 
in large volume, but were more than 
ample for the demand. The market 
was not particularly steady in tone 
The 25 percent paste was more or less 
nominal at 65c. to 70c. per pound, be- 
cause there was practically no trading 
in it. 

BETA-NAPHTHOL.—Leading 
makers quoted the technical at 24c. to 
26c. per pound, depending on the quan- 
tity. Most of the business lately has 
been in relatively small lots and the 
prices at which these sales were made 
have been around 25c. to 26c. The 
sublimed was in steady demand at 55c. 
to 60c. 

DIETHYL-ANILINE.—Not a great 
deal was available, as production was 
restricted. Quotations were steady at 
the recently established levels of 58c. 
to 60c. per pound. 

DIMETHYL-ANILINE. — Advances 
in the cost of raw materials have re- 
sulted in considerable strength de- 
veloping in this section. So far there 
have been no actual changes in the 
price, but it was believed that it would 
be impossible to avoid these on account 
of the big increase in costs which has 
occurred lately. Quotations were 36c. 
to 37c. per pound. 

ETHYL-BENZYL-ANILINE. — The 
market was steady in tone and sellers 
maintained a range of $1.15 to $1.25 
per pound, Demand was along quiet 
lines and the market was_ without 
feature. 

META - PHENYLENEDIAMINE. 
There was a disposition on the part of 
the producers to hold prices steady. 
An attempt was being made to stabilize 
the market and to sustain values.

Demand—Prices 


Tending 


Higher—Gambier Scarce on Spot—Easier 
Feeling in Prussiates—Sumac Firm 


The steadiness which has been a fea- 
ture of the market for dyestuffs and 
tanstuffs for so long a time continued 
the most prominent feature last week. 
Trading could have been much better 
in a good many items, and in those 
items in which there was trading a 
broader demand would have been wel- 
comed. Nevertheless, prices were main- 
tained in no uncertain fashion and 
there were fewer changes than in many 
weeks past. The steadiness could be 
attributed to the smallness of spot 
stocks, to the extreme firmness which 
has characterized primary markets and 
to the high manufacturing costs in this 
country. None of the imported items 
has been cheap in price for a long time, 
and there was little indication last week 
that there would be any reductions in 
prices at this time. Shipments were 
stoutly maintained and there was a 
marked upward tendency in some coun- 
tries 

Gambier was one of the strongest 
items on the list. The primary market 
has been almost bare of stocks for the 
past year, and there has been much 
difficulty in importing adequate sup- 
plies. _The price has continued to ad- 
vance, and increasing difficulty in se- 
curing goods has resulted in a depleted 
spot market. There was nothing to in- 
dicate that the situation was going to 
be reversed in the near future, either. 
Divi divi and Sicilian sumac were also 
searce and getting more difficult to se- 
cure. The sumac crop was better this 
year than last, but demand has dissi- 
pated stocks this early. European buy- 
ers have bid higher prices than domes- 
tic factors wanted to pay, and this has 
not only secured supplies, but has put 
the foreign markets on a higher basis 
and kept them there. It was apparent 
that the buying power of the Euro- 
peans had been underestimated. 

Chemicals were along more or less 
routine lines. Prussiates were unset- 
tled and the soda salts were a trifle 
lower in price. Competition was very 
keen and this forced down prices. Con- 
tracts were being offered by the for- 
eigners at an attractive level, although 
there has not been much buying as yet. 
Bichromates continued to move _ in 
steady fashion to consumers. It was 
claimed that 1925 business so far has 
been extremely good. The export situ- 
ation was dull.

ALUMINUM CHLORIDE.—The mar- 
ket was without change. Nothing new 
has developed during the week and 
conditions were practically the same as 
previously described. Demand was 
along more or less routine lines and 
was well up to the average for this 
time of the season. Supplies were 
available in good volume, although 
there did not appear to be much held 
on spot. The distributors were in a 
position to lay hands on generous 
stocks at short notice, however. The 
price has been quite steady for some 
time now, and there was nothing in the 
situation to indicate any changes at 
this time. Improved conditions in the 
textile mills have not had much effect 
on the demand, and buying has shown 
little expansion of late. The 33 to 35 
percent was quoted at 3'4c. per pound. 

ANTIMONY SALT.—Only the im- 
ported could be had on spot and that 
was not to ke had in much volume. 
There has been little imported in re- 
cent weeks and the dealers were get- 
ting short of supplies. The domestic 
factors have not been disposed to offer 
on account of the low prices which 
have been quoted on the imported. It 
was claimed that manufacturing costs 
were too high to make it possible to 
sell at the levels which the dealers 
were able to quote on the imported. 
Buying was not very active. While 
there has been considerable improve- 
ment in conditions in the textile mills 
and operations have been resumed in 





many districts on a normal scale, there 
has been hardly any improvement in 
the buying of the salts. Quotations on 
the 65 percent, which was the only 
grade that was offered, were 18c. to 
19¢e. per pound. 

POTASH, BICHROMATE. — The 
market has settled down into what 
might be called a seasonable routine. 
Supplies were moving regularly to con- 
sumers who had contracts, and the 
market appeared steady enough in 
tone. . New business was not coming 
to hand in any particular volume and 
such purchases were invariably small. 
The leading producers appeared to 
have done about as much on contracts 
for next year as could be done at this 
time, and reported that prospects were 
exceedingly good for heavy deliveries 
during rd (Spring. Quotations were 
8loc. to 8%4c. per pound, and most of 
the contré cate had been placed at the 
inside figure. One: producer was not 
quoting at the moment, as he did not 
have much on hand and preferred to 
keep out of the market. The export 
situation was slow. No one-has been 
doing much with foreign shipments 
lately. Inquiries were not numerous 
and few have materialized into orders. 

POTASH, PRUSSIATE.—The mar- 
ket was unsettled and not at all firm 
in tone. The yellow prussiate was 
quoted at 16%c. to 17c. per pound by 
the leading sellers, and while sales 
were not heard of at less than 16%4c. 
it was obvious that the price was not 
very well sustained. Demand was 
hardly sufficient to keep the price 
steady anyhow, and there was a lot 
of competition between the dealers. 
Shipments from abroad were to be had 
at 16%c., but few of the dealers have 
taken on any lately. Consumers were 
not displaying much interest in the 
market, although toward the end of 
the week more inquiries were noted. 
However, buying was still lagging be- 
hind the seasonable average. The red 
prussiate was not as plentiful as the 
yellow by any means, and was held at 
37c. to 38c. per pound. Trading, while 
restricted, was more steady than the 
demand for the yellow, and the price 
seemed better sustained. 

SODA, BICHROMATE. — Leading 
producers quoted at 6l4c. to 6%c. per 
pound last week. The market was 
along steady lines and demand was 
pretty good. The bulk of activity con- 
sisted of contract shipments, and these 
were going to consumers in usual vol- 
ume. ‘In leading producing quarters it 
was reported that contracts for 1925 
had been taken on in large volume and 
that 1924 business had already been 
exceeded. One of the producers has 
not been quoting lately, although ap- 
parently he had supplies on hand. The 
export situation was without feature. 
No one has done anything lately. Some 
inquiries have come to hand, but few 
of them have materialized into actual 
orders. The improvement in textile 
mills is expected to increase consump- 
tion, and factors expected that during 
the next few weeks there will be a 
heavier demand than at present. Not 
much new business has come in and 
it is expected that such orders will 
become more numerous.

ALBUMEN. — The market has not 
advanced further. The tone was very 
strong and prices were firmly main- 
tained at former levels. Demand was 
active and consumers were taking on 
supplies in good shape. It was feared 
that even higher prices might be seen 
before the end of the year and this 
has induced some buying ahead, as 
prices now were considered high. The 
Chinese situation has not improved 
any, and it was still impossible to get 
any shipments from China. The mar- 
kets were bare of offerings and what 
had been held by exporters was now 
completely gone. No prices have been 
quoted on shipments for some time and 
it was uncertain when any more goods 


would be available. The customary 
fall production has not been made, 
and it is feared that there will be 


insufficient supplies to take care of the 
world’s consumption before the next 
crop comes around, which would not 
be until next summer some time. The 
civil war in China has put an end to 
manufacturing this fall and the plants 
were all standing idle. Dealers here 
were urging consumers to cover re- 
quirements now, as it was feared there 
would be none left by the first of the 
year, or else the price would be ex- 
tremely high. Quotations on edible 
grades were from $1.32 to $1.38 per 
pound. The technical was not offered. 
Blood albumen was available in usual 
volume here, but has not been in more 
than routine demand for some time. 
Stocks were not overly large and prices 
remained on a steady basis. The lead- 
ing sellers continued to quote at 50c. 


to 60c. per pound, depending on the 

quality and quantity. 
ANNATTO.—The paste was in an 

extremely firm position and _ prices 


were stoutly maintained at 46c. to 47c. 
per pound. Stocks were not in large 
volume and there was little chance of 
there being any increase in them this 
year. The new crop of seed will not 
come to hand until after the first of 
the year, and it will be impossible for 
the paste to increase in volume until 
then. Demand was not pressing, but 
that has had no effect on the tone, 
which remained as firm as ever. The 
seed was also very scarce and high 


in price. Quotations were from 24c. 
to 25c. per pound. Demand was poor 


on the whole, and very little has been 
bought of late. Leading consumers 
covered requirements early in the sea- 
son and only small lots have been re- 


quired since. The new crop is ex- 
pected to come to hand about the 
middle of January or the first of 
February. It is expected that it will 


be larger than this year’s, as higher 


prices offered more inducement to 
gather the seed. 
COCHINEAL. — The market was 


little changed from recently prevailing 
levels. Quotations on the Teneriffe 
silver were 35c. to 36c. per pound; 
while the gray black was 36c. to 37e. 
There has been a little demand for 
both grades, but it could not be said 
that the market displayed any unusual 
activity. The market wes characterized 
by a steady tone, as it was impossible 
to replace spot goods at former levels 
and this has induced the sellers to 
insist on quoted levels on recent trans- 
actions. Stocks were not large nor 
were they widely distributed. 


CUTCH.—The local market was al- 


most bare of goods. What little 
Borneo was around was quoted at 4%c. 
to 5c. per pound, but the quantities 
offered were so small as to be prac- 
tically negligibie. There has been none 
imported in recent months, and the 
spot stocks were odds and ends that 
had accumulated.
